be.taken to ensure better treatment of patients by officials. 
Visits paid by Civil Surgeons to hospitals: and dispensaries 
are few and far between, and have consequently no effect on 
officials attached to the institutions. For the last three or 
four years the Uocal Government has complained in the 
Dispensary.
